The first witness the Royal com- 
misKiun >t-stfnla> uft--rn'N>n was James 
Shaw, a market gardener, who gave e-vj- 
dence regarding the cheAp iatx»r und low 
prices of Chinese, which ho riatm-*l 
made competition impomlblo. He' had 
alxiut tw«mty acre* under cultivation, 
hut he did no gardening for the market. 
The vegetable* groxrft by Phinesp bere 
would, iu England be considered second 
and third class. The Japanese in cut¬ 
ting prices were worse than Chinese. 

In reply to Commissioner Mnpn, be 
said that Chinese in the country work¬ 
ed every- d a y in th e week, - H olid ay s in- 
eluded. He had. however, seen no white 
men working on Sunday. He then men¬ 
tioned an instance in which a Japanese 
offered to rWr Inmt at $23; which was 
worth $-‘V» to clear. The Japanese 
iTeught ot hers, sml their f'XKl consisted 
of but one sack of fi*»ur. 

The great drawback to farming here, 
h** kiisrut Was l ack of a cash market, 
the merchants wanting the farmers to 
■kwtt ^-trade for ihe4e pro«*wr#w 
witne** gave particulars of the cost of 
Ihring to Commissioner Foley, and stated 
that tha 

Preecnck* of the Chinese 
lessened the power of the white labor¬ 
ing rbtas to obtain redrrs* through the 
legislature. He did uot believe there 
sun any such thing as cheap labor, and 
quot'd I>*rd Hrawy to sub*tnntiale his 
Biux-rtion. A half price coolie was one 
half the value of the white man at the 
1 igher wages. 

To Mr. Foiey, witness said he wonld 
have a better market if tbwo were all 
white here instead of Chinese, and he 
hoped brifrr price * for hi» jwodnec. He 
had been at William Head quarantine 
strrfb’ft when there were a large num¬ 
ber of Chinese t-oming in. When they 
were stripped for the bath, he noticed 
many df them with sear* on their 
bodb s. He had. asked what those marks 
were, am I wss told by Chinese they 
were brands put upon criminals. He 
spoke of the desirability of *«tt!ef* from 
Englnml aud how little eueouragement 
those who bad ro w s here conld give 
their friends to come. If settler* here 
wore doing well they wonld write to 
tbrir friend*, and that would be bettor 
than any advertising the hoard of trade 
or. the government' officer* in l^ondon 
could do.

In some line* there wo> u i•.un- 
petition with his business, in |oddling 
particalftriy. He favored the restriction 
of Chinmt* immigration, ami believed 
tbn tax ctxild lx* inrrea»ed so that the 
■ white immigration would be Mt'im* more 
extensive, and- thus Iu tc s t the con- 
sumption of local product*. During his 
exiierienca here he bad always fouud the 
Chinese a separate |Hn»pic. not iuriinetl 
to adopt thi* country's cpstoms. It cost 
a single white man twice as much or 
map# to lire as a Chiiiamnti. 

Tim Japanese adopted the white 
peoples’ way* more readily, and were 
not n* objectionable.
